A report in the ready-print sec- 
tion of last week's Herald caught 
the eye of local resident, Car) Lar- 
son, who read with 
story pertaining to the finding of 
an old family Bible by Carl Powers 
of the Kinistino district The bible 
had been printed in 1853 in Nor- 
wegian and had inscriptions writ- 
ten on it dating back to 1868. 

Mr.. Larson brought to the of- 
fice his family Bible which has 
been passed on to him by his 
father and to his father by his 
grand father and possibly back to 
his great grandfather The Bible, 
a leather-bound book 514 inches 
by 8% inches and 4% inches tnick 
is written in Swedish and came 
into Carl’s possesion in 191% fol- 
lowing the death of his father. 
Written in front are notations by 
Carl's grandfather, Sven Gunnar- 
son, dated 1846 and: Carl believes 
the book had been in use nearly 
100 years by that time. 

As our, Swedish is not very 
good Mr. Larson interpreted some 
of the passages and explained por- 
tions of the book which are not 
found in the English version of 
the Bible, 

Also brought to “the office was 
the hymn book used by Carl’s 
mother for many years. Dated 
1890 this book has been in use 
every week and nearly every day 
since first purchased soon after it 
was published and is still in very 
good condition.

Previously- he had spent 13. years 
in the produce business with dif- 
ferent packing houses. The busi- 
ness has now. grown to a point 
where it employs 60 employees 
during the fall season, 

W. G. (Bill) Sharpe graduated 
in Commerce from the University 
of Toronto in 1951 and returned 
to join his father in the business. 
Bill Sr.: and Bill Jr. now operate 

* one of the most up-to-date plants 
in western Canada, They have ex- 
perienced employees who are in a 
position to give the Producer ad- 
vice in every phase of the Poultry 
Industry. Included on their staff 
are Tom Boulter, Wally Robert- 
gon and Cliff Boll. These men have 
had practical experience’ raising 
poultry as well so can answer most | 
any question that a Producer 
would want to ask. 

' Sharpe’s egg grading station 
now is fully equipped to handle 
ungraded egg shipments through- 
out the year.

Sharpe’s plant is one of nine 
Poultry Eviscerating Plants in 
Saskatchewan under direct super- 
vision of the Dominon Department 

_ of Agriculture, Health of Animals 
Division. They have a qualified 
veterinarian and an assistant at 
all times in this plant and it is 
their job to see that the birds 
passing along the eviscerating line 
are free from disease, that plant 
cleanliness is maintained, and 
that the entire operation assures 
the Consumer of wholesome poul- 
try reaching her kitchen. 

When the bird's. arrive at 
Sharpe's plant the producer’s name 
is recorded and the birds are 
weighed in the case of chicken and 
fow] and the turkeys counted. 

The birds are then hung by the 
feet in the shackles on the killing 
line. They are rendered uncon- 
scious by an electric knife before 
killing. When the birds have fin- 
ished bleeding they are submerged 
in hot water to loosen the feathers 
and make picking a lot easier. 
They are then placed in a revolv- 
ing picker which removes virtual- 
ly all the feathers from the birds. 
There are pinners who remove any 
feathers left by the machine 
around the hocks and behind the 
wings. 


The birds are then weighed for | 


buying and transferred to the 
Eviscerating Line and again hung 
in shackles only this time they 
are hung by the hocks.

The Giblets — heart, liver and 
gizzard are removed next. The 
heart is trimmed and washed 
along with the liver. The gizzards 
are cut open, thoroughly washed 
and the inner membrane removed. 

The remaining viscera is remov- 
ed and the inside of the birds are 
then thoroughly “vacuumed”. They 
have a vacuum machine which re- 
moves the luugs and kidneys. 

Heads and necks are then re- 
moved from the birds. The birds 
are first washed on the inside with 
a hose and scraper. Any remain- 
ing viscera is here removed and 
the final check is made. The birds 
then go through a shower to wash 
off the outside. The final operator 
takes the birds off the line’ and 
cuts the legs off. In the case of
